SOUTHERN LOYALTY. 


In the present temper of the 
Northern mind, whatever is done by 
any Southern Democrat is watched 
with suspicion and apprehension. 
The oft-repeated phrase of the Con- 
federate House” has not been with- 
out its effect,and every word and 
every act is viewed with an unfriend- 
ly eye. Notwithstanding the fact

The Republicans control the pat- 
ronage of the nation, the Demo-

We clasp the hands of the brave 
men who met us in conflict with 
cordial good will; we abate no jot 
or tittle of our love and admiration 
for our fallen comrades; we brook 
no imputation upon their honor, 
their faith or their valor; and we 
profess no regard for the men like 
Sherman and Kilpatrick, who vio- 
lated the laws of God and man. 
But for the men like Hancock and 
Burnside, Hooker and Meade, nay, 
even for Grant, as a soldier and not 
as a President, we entertain no lin- 
gering feeling of animosity. We 
ask to be treated as honest men, 
and we protest against the daily 
microscopic search for treason in 
every act of our lives, every word of 
our mouth. 


Garrick and Peg Woffington. 


Soon Garrick was at the feet of the 
beautiful and irresistable Mrs. Wof- 
fington. For three years he was 
her devoted admirer, a fond suitor 
for her hand. As she informed Ar- 
thur Murphy, she was so near being 
married to Garrick that he tried the 
wedding ring on her finger. And, 
after a manner, she loved him, it 
would seem. It was scarcely to be 
wondered at. He was young, hand - 
some, vivacious, and, the fashion. 
He was absolutely at the head of his 
profession. Herself an actress she 
could not but recognize his consum- 
mate genius as an actor. They had 
had visited Dublin together during 
the summer of 1742, and been re- 
ceived With extraordinary enthusi- 
asm. Garrick was caressed by all 
ranks of people asa theatrical phe- 
nomenon.’’ So wrote the historian 
of the Irish stage, who acknowl- 
edges that Mrs. Woffington largely 
contributed toward his success, and 
was uearly as great a favorite. The 
crowds attracted to the theatre du- 
ring the hottest months of the year 
produced an epidemie distemper, 
which seized upon and carried o 
pumbere, and from this circumstance 
was called the Garrick fever.“ Mrs. 
Woffington, thanks, perhaps, to the 
assistance and instructions of her 
fellow player, now took rank as an 
actress of tragedy. | 

She appeared as Cordelia, Belvide- 
ra, and Lady Ann to the Lear, Rich- 
ard and Pierre of Garrick. Returned 
from Dublin, the lady, wiih Gur- 
rick and Macklin, agreed to keep 
house“ together. They formed a 
sort of partnership, were understood 
to have but one purse between them, 
and each by turn managed the affairs 
of their house, No. 6 Row street. 
They bad planned to open a sort of 
histrionic academy, to teach acting 
to all comers; but this scheme was 
speedily abandoned. Altogether, 
their establishment had its difficul- 
ties. Garrick was accused of being 
parsimonious—throughout his life a 
certain thriftiness that characterized 
him was made the subject of much 
bitter attack. On the other hand, 
complaint arose that Mrs. Woffing- 
ton was far too lavish in Ler expen- 
diture. ‘‘With his domestic saving 
we have nothing to do,“ said Dr. 
Johnson, when the matter was 
brought under his notice. “I ree 
member drioking tea with him long 
ago, when Peg Woffington made it, 
and he grumbled at her for making 
it too strong,’’ When the story was 
repeated to Reynolds, he mentioned 
an additional circumstance; ‘‘Why,” 
cried Garrick of the tea it's as red 
as blood!“ The first quarrel was, with 
Macklin. He, with Garrick and 
other members of the company, had 
revolted againet the misrule of Flest- 


"wood, the manager of Drury Laue; 
but Garrick, finding the cause hope- 


lin, deeming himself 


less, owing to the persistent opposi- 
tion of the Lerd Chnmberlais, 6 
a separate peace for hig elf. 
sumed. bis professfönal ad- 
trayed, 
came thereupon, Garrick’s bitter foe. 
fo the end of his very long 
Macklin persisted in depreciating, 
reproaching and maligning his form- 
er comrade. Some two years later 
and the lovers parted. Garrick hint- 
ed his d sire to be released from his 
promise to marry Mrs. Woffington. 
“Go, sir,” she said judignantly.
